Indiana 
GOES TO WASHINGTON 


In the 1952 presidential election 1,955,325 
votes were cast by Indiana citizens of voting 
age. This represents 77 per cent of the eligible 
voters in the state. Indiana ranked ninth among 
the states in the total of votes cast. On the na- 
tional scale, 82 per cent of the total population 
voted, with 33,938,285 votes for Eisenhower, 


and 27,312,217 votes for Stevenson. 


Indiana has 11 of the 435 seats in the House 
of Representatives. (These are apportioned 
among the states after each decennial census 


on a basis of population). 


Indiana (as has each state) has two of the 


96 seats in the Senate. 


Indiana is regarded as a pivotal state. Party 
strength appears to be evenly divided, making 
final election results uncertain, This makes it 
possible for a pivotal state to be a factor in 


deciding a national election.
